(FBIS Translated Text) A rather damning UN report 
denounces Rwanda’s human rights record. Quite obvi- 
ously, violations are now taking place on a scale dif- 
ferent from that of the events of the 1994 genocide. 
However, all manner of crime is still being committed 
in Rwanda according to Rene-Denis Seguy, the UN spe- 
Cial rapporteur, and the regular army is behind most of 
these crimes. He explained why to Ghislaine Dupont: 


{Begin Seguy recording] The Army was a disciplined 
army during the armed conflict. That army was made 
up of people who thought they would at least be able 
to take advantage of the situation when liberation came. 
Unfortunately, these people are not taking advantage of 
the situation. It so happens that this army — elements 
of the army [rather] — are not being paid, and this 
encourages people to look for ways of making money. 
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There are a number of reasons accounting for the 
attitude of the present army. [end recording]

Sylvestre Ntibantunganya has said there is no amnesty 
for the nine Burundi soldiers alleged to have master- 
minded the October 1993 coup attempt. 


The nine are now living in Uganda. Ntibantunganya, 
addressing a joint press conference with President 
Yoweri Museveni at State House, Kampala at the end 
of his two-day working visit yesterday, said the court in 
Burundi had already issued an arrest warrant for them. 


Earlier, three of the nine soldiers turned up at a meet- 
ing at the Sheraton Kampala Hotel between President 
Ntibantunganya and members of the Burundi commu- 
nity in Uganda. 

One of the three, identified as Captain Athanase 
Barayandema, raised the issue of their return home 
saying they were entitled to a presidential amnesty 
made in 1993. The nine soldiers are: Major Bernard 
Busokoza, Major Jean Rumbete, Capt F.X. Nintunze, 
Capt Barayandema, Capt Rene Bucumi, Lieutenant 
Felix Nduwimana, Lieutenant Paul Kamana, First 
Sergeant Gilbert Niyongabo, and First Sergeant Major 
Oscar Ndihokubwayo [names as published]. 


Ntibantunganya, answering a question during the press 
conference said it was up to the nine soldiers to decide 
whether or not to return home. 


He however, pointed out that if they returned they would 
face the law. 


Burundi has already asked Uganda to extradite them.

Denaya, a UPDF (then NRA) [National Resistance 
Army] deserter formerly in 313 Brigade, Gulu from 
1989 to 1994 told SUNDAY VISION, that he joined the 
WNBF in March 1995 together with over 150 people 
after he was promised a pay of 500,000 shillings per 
month by a major ill from the WNBF 10th Brigade at 
Miju. He said he was under the overall command of 
Brigadier Atocon and they were operating in Kadepe, 
Kimba, Poki, Kaya and Dudulabe in Sudan as well as 
Bazi, Gombe, Irumu and Nyagilia in Zaire. [passage

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U.S. Pressure in Mozambique Gas Deal Criticized

[FBIS Translated Text] After a lengthy tug of war, the 
Mozambican Government granted a concession for the 
exploitation of natural gas near Pande in the Inhambane 
district to U.S. company Enron in Houston. 


It would have been strategically important for South 
Africa to win the concession, but the Mozambican 
Government, which received so much assistance and 
support from South Africa, decided differently under 
U.S. pressure. U.S. Ambassador to Maputo Dennis Jett 
did what he could to ensure tat South Africans did not 
get the concession. 


It was Pik Botha’s policy that made it possible for 
the communist Frelimo [Mozambique Liberation Front] 
government in Maputo to win the civil war against 
Renamo (Mozambique National Resistance]. It was also 
Pik Botha who saw to it that Mozambique was able to 
restore the transmission line to Cahora Bassa and export 
power to South Africa, where it will be sold to Eskom 
[Electricity Supply Commission] at an inflated price. 


The natural gas at Pande will, however, be left to the 
Americans, who are expected to sell the gas to South 
Africa at very high prices after receiving preferential 
treatment. 


Palabora Mines in Eastern Transvaal is very interested 
in the Pande gas. The company can use it in the 
production of chemicals from by-products in the refining 
of copper. Eskom also could have used the gas for 
generating electricity but the Enron price is too high, 
according to Eskom. It will cost Eskom twice as much 
to use Pande gas. 


The cash benefit for Mozambique from the export of 
Pande gas will be approximately 600 million rand a 
year. 


The project will require a capital investment of 1.5 
billion rand, of which Mozambique will contribute half 
through a World Bank loan. The other half will come 
from Enron. 


The project will boost economic development in Inham- 
bane district but there is little chance of Enron finding a 
buyer in South Africa. Enron will have to compress the 
gas in huge gas bottles to liquid form and then transport 
the liquid in tanks. 


It is an open question whether this sort of marketing 
will ever be viable but it is apparently very important 
to the United States to ensure that South Africa does not 
get the gas. On the other hand, if the United States ever 
imposed sanctions on South Africa again, the control of 
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Pande’s gas would have made it easier for South Africa 
to defend itself against oil sanctions. 


PAC Criticizes ‘Double Standards’ on Nigeria

SAPA — While it regretted the recent execution of 
author Ken Saro-Wiwa and eight other Ogoni leaders 
in Nigeria, the Pan Africanist Congress [PAC] on 
Tuesday [21 November] said the West African country 
should not be made “a victim of international double 
standards”. 


PAC Deputy President Motsoko Pheko in a statement, 
warned "those who live in glass houses” against "throw- 
ing stones". He said over 50 people died in KwaZulu- 
Natal every week and over 400 Azanian Peoples’ Lib- 
eration Army [APLA] and other liberation army mem- 
bers were in prison. Many had been sentenced to life 
imprisonment while the “perpetrators of apartheid" were 
“roaming the streets”. 


He urged the Commonwealth to call for the release 
of those who fought against apartheid. “There is dead 
silence in South Africa on the illegal imprisonment 
of APLA and MK (Umkhonto we Sizwe) [Spear of 
the Nation; ANC military wing] and other forces who 
fought against the crime of apartheid. 


"International law declared apartheid a crime against 
humanity. 


"The Nazis are still being hunted and haunted for crimes 
against humanity, committed fifty years ago. The latest 
of them being 83-year-old Erich Priebka." 


The PAC, said Pheko, saw it as "a shame that Miss 
Nigeria and the Nigerian soccer team have been re- 
fused to perform or play in South Africa". "What have 
they done? How has this punished the Nigerian Gov- 
ernment?” He said Shell should be boycotted because it 
had destroyed the Nigerian environment. 


Referring to the African National Congress, Pheko said: 
"In South Africa people who are now vociferous about 
sanctions against Nigeria and urging Shell to pull out, 
are operating in offices at Shell House (the ANC’s 
headquarters)."

— South Africa’s constitution-writing process reached 
an important milestone on Wednesday [22 November] 
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with the release of the first full working draft of the 
final constitution. 


The 63-page document, the culmination of 18 months’ 
work by the Constitutional Assembly (CA) and its 
committees, will be subject to intensive public scrutiny 
in the next few months. 


All contributions dealing with the draft document will 
be fed back to the CA, the members of which — 400 
MPs and 90 senators — will early next year begin a 
decisive round of negotiations to finalise the constitution 
for adoption by the May 9 deadline. 


This date, marking the second anniversary of the in- 
auguration of the National Assembly, was set by the 
interim constitution, which will have to be amended to 
allow for any extension. 


The draft, written in plain English and stripped of 
the tortuous “legalese" which has traditionally been a 
hallmark of South African legislation, is divided into 


15 chapters. 


These are founding provisions, bill of rights, parlia- 
ment, council of provinces, national executive, courts 
and administration of justice, state institutions support- 
ing constitutional democracy, provinces, provincial and 
national legislative and executive competencies, local 
government, traditional authorities, public administra- 
tion, security services, finance and general provisions. 


The draft reflects inter-party agreements reached earlier 
this year on such matters as public administration and 
security services. However, various options are listed 
for a number of issues still in contention. These include 
the important chapter on provincial powers, in which up 
to four options are given in the section dealing with a 
conflict between national and provincial legislation. 


Observers say provincial powers will be one of the areas 
subject to the toughest negotiations, with the Inkatha 
Freedom Party’s current absence from the constitution- 
writing process being keenly felt. 


Other issues, including the preamble, national anthem 
and traditional authoriti¢ 3, are simply left open as “still 
under discussion”. 


The size of the National Assembly (300 to 400 mem- 
bers) and the composition of a second house of par- 
liament (called either the council of provinces or the 
senate) are among other matters still to be settled. 


The working draft, published only in English at this 
Stage and with gender equity applied throughout, will 
soon be available in all 11 official languages. Its total 
print order is expected to be in the region of four million.

One option on the cabinet, contained in the chapter 
dealing with the national executive, says a deputy 
president (and ministers) will be responsible for the 
functions of the executive assigned to them by the 
president. 


A second option spells out in more detail what would 
be required of a prime minister: to assist the president 
in the execution of government functions, to be leader 
of government business in parliament, to co-ordinate the 
work of the cabinet, and, in the absence of the president, 
to preside at cabinet meetings. 


A third option says the cabinet will be composed in 
terms of "a system of government of national unity 
based on the interim constitution”. 


Other sections of the chapter reflect inter-party agree- 
ment, including that at its first sitting after its election, 
and whenever necessary to fill a vacancy, "the National 
Assembly must elect a woman or man from among its 
members to be the president”. 


Death Penalty Not Ruled Out

— Provision is made for both the retention and abolition 
of the death penalty in the proposed bill of rights in 
the working draft of the final constitution, released on 
Wednesday. 


In the clause on the right to life, the first option says 
“everyone has the right to life (and the death penalty is 
hereby abolished)". 


The second option says “everyone has the right to life, 
and the right not to be deprived of life except by 
execution of a court sentence following conviction for 
a crime for which the death penalty is prescribed by an 
act of parliamerit”. 


Options are also given in the clauses dealing with 
freedom of expression, economic activity, property, 
education, and the rights of arrested, detained and 
accused persons. 


A highly contentious issue in the property options is 
whether the state’s ability to pay compensation should 
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be a criteria in deciding compensation amounts for 
expropriated property. 


There is largely agreement that individuals and com- 
munities dispcysessed of land after June 19 1913, as a 
result of discriminatory laws or practices, have the right 
to restitution of that land or equitable redress. 


Parties agree that everyone has the right to basic 
education, including adult basic education, in a state or 
state-aided institution, as well as the right to establish 
and maintain, at their own expense, private educational 
institutions. 

These private institutions must not discriminate on the 
basis of race, must be registered with the state, and 
maintain standards that are not inferior to those at 
comparable state-aided institutions. 


Parties agree on the rights of South Africans not to be 
subject to slavery, servitude or forced labour; to freedom 
of religion, belief and opinion; to an environment not 
harmful to their health or well-being; to have access to 
adequate housing, health care, food, water and social 
security; to use the language and participate in the 
cultural life of their owa choice, as long as this does 
not violate anyone else’s rights; and to have access to 
the courts. 


There is also agreement on conditions for the declaration 
of states of emergency and on childrens’ rights.

— The chapter on provincial and national competencies 
in the working draft of South Africa’s final constitution 
is riddled with options, reflecting that this is probably 
the most crucial issue to be resolved when inter-party 
negotiations get under way in earnest early next year. 


In the clause on legislative conflict between the national 
and provincial governmental tiers, the first option says 
that where there is a conflict, the parliamentary act will 
prevail where its provisions are necessary for: 


— the establishment of generally applicable standards 
regarding services rendered by the state, the mainte- 
nance of economic unity, or the determination of na- 
tional economic policies; 


— the maintenance of South Africa’s security; or 


— the prevention of prejudice to the republic or any 
province caused by the activities of a province. 
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The option further states that a parliamentary bill falling 
within the jurisdictional area of provincial functions 
listed in a schedule [words indistinct] the senate). 


It has to be approved by both houses. 


A fifth of the members of the second house can also, 
before the bill is promulgated, apply to the constitutional 
court to pronounce on whether it conforms to objective 
criteria, the option says. 


Another option shifts the emphasis to the provinces. 


It says a provincial act will prevail over a parliamentary 
one affecting provinces except if: 


— the parliamentary act deals with a matter which 
cannot be regulated effectively by provincial legislation; 


— the parliamentary act deals with a matter which must 
be regulated or co-ordinated by uniform management or 
administrative norms or standards generally applicable 
throughout the country necessary for the maintenance 
of national economic unity or policies; environmental 
protection across provincial boundaries; the promotion 
of inter-provincial commerce; the protection of the com- 
mon market in respect of the mobility of goods, services, 
Capital or labour; or the maintenance of national secu- 
rity; or, 


— the provincial act materially prejudices the economic, 
health or security interests of another province or the 
country. 


The last sub-clause of this option states that "this section 
must be construed in terms of the principle that a power 
must be allocated to the level of government at which 
it can be exercised most effectively”. 


The working draft provides for either a council of 
provinces ur a senate as a second house of parliament 
to guard over provincial interests at national level. 


The council cf provinces would consist of delegates 
from the provincial legislatures and local governments, 
elected in terms of a schedule on election procedures 
attached to the constitution. 


The senate would be structured like the current one — 
each provincial legislature indirectly electing 10 women 
of men under proportional representation.

The KwaZulu/Natal constitutional commission has re- 
jected the idea of a democratically elected house of tra- 
ditional leaders unless these leaders renounce their tra- 
ditional role. The constitutional commission proposes 
that the king should be the head of the house of tra- 
Gitional leaders. King Zwelithini said he cannot make 
any comment until he has met all the political parties 
concerned. 


An Inkatha Freedom Party member was expected to 
meet the king yesterday but failed to turn up.

Buthelezi said he was disappointed over his party's 
losses in the national local elections on Nov 1, but 
by winning KwaZulu/Natal, protecting traditional lead- 
ership and gaining an equitable constitution could be 
achieved.

Speaking to 
reporters, Mandela said he had taken note of Viljoen’s 
request, but that he would like to leave everything to the 
courts. The meeting was arranged by Mandela to discuss 
Botha’s and Viljcen’s concerns over the prosecution of 
former Defence Minister Magnus Malan and 10 senior 
military officers in the Durban Supreme Court. 


Mandela said Botha had told him that he should 
not arouse “the tiger among Afrikaners". "He spelt 
this out and the general (Viljoen) supported that. I 
appreciated that, because these are their friends. They 
worked together with them... their attitude is perfectly 
legitimate. But I said we must be careful not to arouse 
the tiger among the masses of the people.” It was the 
duty of South Africa’s leaders to use their brains and 
resist the temptation to "think through their blood”. 


“We have a message, to build our country, a mission of 
national unity and reconciliation. For this we are getting 
flak from all directions but we will not deviate from 
that objective.” Mandela said to suggest that the arrest 
of Malan was politically motivaied was to question 
the integrity of the police investigating unit and the 
attorney-general who took the decision. 


One of the central issues in South Africa’s new Consti- 


tution was the independence of the judiciary and non- 
interference by the executive. "This is not just rhetoric. 
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We have acted on it." Mandela said he had been told 
that the state should not have acted against Malan and 
his colleagues because they were highly placed people 
who had served their country. He said he had pointed 
out that this was not the practice in democratic countries 
and had referred to the impeachment of former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon by the United States Congress and 
the jailing of two corrupt Italian premiers. 


There was no reason why people believed to have 
committed criminal offences should not be prosecuted 
simply because of their position. He said he had 
been warned that there could be “repercussions” if the 
generals were found not guilty after they had been 
humiliated by being brought before the court. He said he 
and 155 freedom fighters had been freed after a four- 
and-a-half-year prosecution in the treason trial of the 
early 1960s. 


"I was ruined as an attorney. We did not create any 
trouble because we respected the decision of the court. 


"I gave a warning that our people fought and gained 
independence on their own without asking permission 
from anybody. We have now tasted freedom and I can 
assure everybody that they are so determined to keep 
their independence, their freedom that they will pick up 
stones, bring down bombers and crush military tanks, 
so determined they are.” 


Botha said Afrikaners were resentful of the execution 
of Defence Force rebel Jopie Fourie that had swept Jan 
Smuts’ government from power in the 1924 election. 
"That is what I mean when I say don’t awaken the tiger 
in the Afrikaner. But at the same time don’t awaken the 
tiger in the Xhosa, Zulu, Tswana or Sotho people. 


"If Gen Malan, (Gen Jannic) Geldenhuys and others 
are prosecuted in a wrong way, then things can lead to 
disaster and I want to stop that road to disaster.” Botha 
said he would not appear before the Truth Commission. 
"I am not going to repent. | am not going to ask for 
favours. What I did, I did for my country, for my God, 
for my people and all the peoples of South Africa.” 


He said he had warned Mandela that he could not suc- 
ceed by implementir’ an American system of govern- 
ment in South Africa, and this was what hed happened. 
"I believed this present confused system will destroy the 
president himself if he doesn’t take care of the wrong di- 
rection certain people are taking.” Botha said his copies 
of minutes of meetings of the cabinet ard State Secu- 
rity Council were housed at the Bloemfontein Institute 
of Contemporary History, where they could be inspected 
by “reasonable people, not by political agents”.

Navy Reportedly To Replace Aging Submarines

modern non-nuclear British-built boats, senior defence 
sources have told THE STAR. 


The sources, speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said yesterday that four Upholder class submarines, 
which were available for purchase, would be ideal 
replacements for the navy’s three Daphne class French- 
built boats, already over 25 years old. 


Britain’s Royal Navy (RN) had to end its usage of 
the submarines — all of which are between two and 
five years old — because of British defence cutbacks, 
which stipulated that the RN could operate eight nuclear 
submarines and only four conventionally powered boats. 


Previously, the RN had operated eight conventional 
subinarines. The other four have been "mothballed” until 
a purchaser could be found. 


Sources in London and Portsmouth have confirmed 
interest in the submarines from South Africa and Canada 


It is understood that if SA [South Africa] decided to 
re-equip its submarine fleet, a deal might be struck 
for the lease-purchase of the boats, which are being 
maintained at Vickers Shipbuilding and Engineering 
yard at Barrow-in-Furness in England. 


Lease-purchase, a recognised method of obtaining ex- 
pensive maritime equipment, is a type of barter which 
could entail an offer from South Africa to the British to 
use Simon’s Town naval base’s extensive facilities, in 
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particular the naval dockyard. This could also provide 
a major boost for the economy through ties to the Re- 
construction and Development Programme. 


The RN used Simon’s Town’s facilities for more than a 
century until a co-operation agreement between the two 
countries was ended by the SA government 40 years 
ago. 


The arrangement would mean that South Africa would 
only have to refit the boats to its own requirements. It is 
recognised in Pretoria particularly after the suspended 
purchase of four corvette patrol boats that it would be 
virtually impossible to buy them outright at a possible 
asking price of about R1.5-billion [rands)]. 


The submarine acquisition would, the sources said, also 
be seen as a politically correct decision by South Africa 
as Spain remains the favourite to provide the corvettes. 
if and when the Cabinet gives the go-ahead. It is known 
that Britain was angered by leaks in the media that the 
Spanish shipyard, EN Bazan, would be getting the job 
instead of a British yard. 


More particularly, as South Africa was again a member 
of the Commonwealth it should, according to the 
British, place its order with a Commonwealth country. 


The submarines are seen as "a serious option", according 
to the sources, who were adamant that if South Africa 
wanted to remain a maritime power in the region — and 
in particular in the South Atlantic and Indian oceans — 
the navy needed to replace the existing boats. South 
Africa, Egypt and Libya are the only three countries on 
the continent with a submarine capability. 


Like the Daphne submarines, the 70.3m-long Upholder 
boats carry a complement of 47 but are twice as big and 
have an 8,000 nautical-miles range. 


The Daphne submarines are fast reaching the end of 
their seaworthy lives and are undergoing refits to extend 
their lives by about 10 years. 


It is understood that the four submarines were first 
offered to international buyers at the Royal Navy and 
British Army equipment exhibition two years ago.
